Document D2, which is considered to be the prior art 
closest to the subject matter of claim 1, describes (the 
references between parentheses apply to said document) : 

two setting members connected to a mechanical energy 
source and mounted between a common bridge and main 
plate . 



It follows that the subject matter of claim 1 differs 
from this known watch in that the two setting members are 
tourbillons that are mounted on a common rotating holder 
and between a rotating main plate and a bar that form 
part of said common rotating holder. 



The subject matter of claim 1 is, therefore, novel (PCT 
Article 33(2)). 



The problem that the present invention is intended to 
solve can therefore be considered to be that of averaging 
the operating errors caused by gravity when two setting 
members are used.

The solution to this problem, as proposed in claim 1 of 
the present application, is considered to involve an 
inventive step (PCT Article 33(3)), for the following 
reason: no such solution is suggested in the prior art. 

Watches that include a (single) tourbillon for averaging 
the operating differences caused by gravity are also 
known from the prior art (see document D3 or most of the 
documents cited by the applicant) . In the present case, 
the use of a second tourbillon helps achieve nominal 
manufacturing precision for setting members. No such use 
is suggested in the prior art. 



Claims 2 to 9 are dependent on claim 1 and, as such, 
therefore also fulfil the PCT requirements of novelty and 
inventive step. 
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
